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Judge Tosses Out Businessman’s 
Defamation Lawsuit involving Weekly 

And other news from the courthouse 



A n Orange County Superior Court 
judge this month dismissed a defa¬ 
mation lawsuit by Shaheen Sade- 
ghi after concluding the wealthy, often- 
controversial Orange County real-estate 
developer’s legal action was an improper 
use of the court sys¬ 
tem to stifle public 
debate about 
his maneuverings. 

Judge Ronald 
L. Bauer granted a 
case-ending motion 
by Walt Sadler, the 
attorney for Delilah 
Snell—owner of a 
small, successful 
Santa Ana busi¬ 
ness, the Road Less 
Traveled—after 
concluding her statements in a 2011 OC 
Weekly profile about Sadeghi were “a 
matter of opinion and thus beyond the 
scope of provable defamation.” 

Snell told Weekly reporter Michelle 
Woo, who wrote “The LAB Man”—a 
largely favorable report on Sadeghi—the 
businessman had threatened to copy her 
eco-friendly business if she did not rent 
space at one of his retail centers. 

The judge viewed the dispute as a 
David-vs.-Goliath battle. He said Sadeghi 
“has a large footprint in Orange County,” 
with many retail centers—including the 
LAB and the CAMP in Costa Mesa—while 
Snell, fiancee of Weekly editor Gustavo 
Arellano, “is a small player on the scene.” 

In his lawsuit, Sadeghi argued that 
Snell’s comment constituted defama¬ 
tion, invasion of privacy and multiple 
business-related claims, all of which 
caused him damages. Snell argued that 
Sadeghi’s court complaint was merely 
designed to silence critics, a key point 
Sadler made in his successful motion 
describing the case as a Strategic Law¬ 
suit Against Public Participation. 

After noting that Sadeghi tried to con¬ 
vert a single quote into nine “redundant 
causes of action,” erroneously claiming 
he’d been wronged by “multiple quota¬ 
tions,” Bauer sided with Snell. 

“The plaintiff’s ethics, business plans 
and impact on the community are all 
matters of public interest,” the judge 
wrote in his four-page, April 15 ruling. 
“The plaintiff has also not shown that he 
has suffered any damage—or even a hint 
thereof—as a consequence of this article.” 

Bauer, one of Orange County’s most 
respected, veteran judges, also deter¬ 
mined Snell’s statement didn’t accuse 
Sadeghi of any wrongdoing and the 
businessman had no probability of win¬ 


ning his complaint in court. “The worst 
thing that could perhaps be said about 
[Snell’s] statement is that it might imply 
that Sadeghi is a bully,” the judge wrote. 
“It might be said, with no small amount of 
irony, that if it can indeed be proven that 
a person is a bully, this lawsuit would be 
Exhibit 1 in that proof.” 

In a separate lawsuit, Sadeghi also sued 
the Weekly for the same news story; it is 
pending in Judge David T. McEachen’s 
Santa Ana courtroom. A June 10 case- 
management conference is scheduled. 

JURY BUYS FULLERTON 
COPS' EXCUSES ABOUT 
TRUMPED-UP CHARGES 

Not surprisingly, an Orange County jury 
this week gave the proverbial shoulder 
shrug to a lawsuit claiming that Euller- 
ton cops singled out a citizen for physi¬ 
cal harassment and fabricated criminal 
charges because he used his iPhone to 
film alleged police brutality in 2010. 

The unanimous verdict against 
plaintiff Veth Mam from a panel of five 
women and three men—who could have 
easily been corralled for civic duty while 
shopping at Eashion Island—came after 
only two hours of deliberations following 
a six-day trial. 

Garo Mardirossian, Mam’s attorney, 
passionately urged jurors to “send a mes¬ 
sage” to police that citizens have a right 
to record their conduct and not face 
retaliation from “abusive” cops. 

“[Mam] saw an injustice, took out his 
camera and began filming,” said Mard¬ 
irossian, who compared his client to 


the unknown but famous Chinese man 
who risked his own life by standing in 
front of a line of tanks during 1989 com¬ 
munist brutality in Tiananmen Square. 
“Veth Mam was that tank man in down¬ 
town Eullerton.” 

He also blasted cops for “their code 
of silence” to protect one another from 
accountability for lying and cautioned the 
jury that if they rule against Mam, they 
are giving dirty cops in Orange County 
an unmistakable signal. “They are going 
to think, ‘We can get away with [corrup¬ 
tion],”’ said Mardirossian. 

During his closing argument to the 
jury, Dana A. Fox, an attorney for officers 
Frank Nguyen and Jonathan W. Miller, 
ridiculed Mardirossian’s attempt to “play 
on your emotions,” and then shamelessly 
linked his clients with another unrelated 
event: police work in the recent Boston 
Marathon bombings. 

Fox—a superb, commanding speaker- 
said the problem for Mam was that he 
didn’t obey numerous officer commands 
to “back up” from the scene and that his 
lack of compliance created his own trou¬ 
bles with cops, who were rightfully wor¬ 
ried about a crowd getting out of control. 

That cops pursued five criminal counts 
against an innocent Mam from the film¬ 
ing incident showed no malice and was a 
“reasonable” mistake. Fox argued. 

Steven J. Rothans, the lawyer for Ken¬ 
ton Hampton—known for his participa¬ 
tion in the police beating death of Kelly 
Thomas in July 2011—urged jurors to put 
themselves in the shoes of the officers 
who, despite concocting wildly falsified 


police reports to make themselves heroes, 
had truly been motivated, he said, by one 
passion: “preventing a riot” on the night 
of the incident. 

Using the deep voice of a movie-trailer 
announcer and the cadence of a Bap¬ 
tist preacher a week away from paying 
rent, Rothans argued that despite police 
errors (and there were many), the cops 
acted “reasonably.” He dared jurors to 
compare the credibility of Mam, who 
was found innocent in 2012 of all of the 
criminal charges filed against him, to the 
officers, who tried to send the innocent 
man to prison—and still don’t seem the 
least bit regretful. 

As did Fox, Rothans also tied the 
Fullerton cops in this case to the “first 
responders” in Boston, who are “special 
folks” who run toward explosions. 

US. District Court Judge Josephine 
Staton Tucker eventually told the jurors 
to disregard references to both Tianan¬ 
men Square and the Boston bombing. 

Having covered notoriously pro-cop 
Orange County juries for nearly two 
decades, I knew what the two cop law¬ 
yers from Los Angeles might not have 
fully appreciated until today: They really 
didn’t need to break a sweat. This is, after 
all, a county in which law-enforcement 
officers can stand feet away from a pre¬ 
trial inmate being viciously beaten to 
death for 30 or 40 minutes by a massive 
group of fellow inmates, absurdly claim 
they saw and heard nothing, and escape 
any legal culpability. 

This is also the place where a jury let a 
patrol cop get away with ejaculating on a 
woman’s blouse during a late-night, ille¬ 
gal traffic stop. (See “Illegally Park-ed,” 
Feb. 8, 2007.) 

A subdued Mam didn’t look too pleased 
by the verdict. He declined to comment. 
But Hampton—the cop accused of attack¬ 
ing him for the filming—happily hummed 
in the hallway inside the Ronald Reagan 
Federal Courthouse.

So I was wondering 
if you know a good book or two I can read 
or a website I can check out? I went to 
my local library, and it didn't have a very 
good selection. As for Borders or Barnes & 
Noble? Forget it.... So por favor and gra- 
cias, if you could.

DEARWABETTE: Of course Borders doesn't 
stock any books on rancheras—Borders 
doesn't exist anymore (and borders don't exist, 
period, but that's neither aqufno alia). Most 
research on Mexican music concentrates on 
corridos, our ballad form that celebrates bad 
men, events and horses, but actual scholarly 
treatises on ranchera? Few and far between, 
alas—and nonexistent in English. Your best bet 
is Jose Alfredo Jimenez: Cancionero Complete, 
a song book that contains all the composi¬ 
tions of the ranchera titan, whose hit parade 
makes the collected works of Gershwin, Porter, 
Leiber-Stoller,the Brill Building a/7c/Woody 
Guthrie seem as voluminous as the output of 
Paper Lace. The libro also contains a great 
introductory essay by Mexican intellectual Car¬ 
los Monsivais that puts Jimenez in his proper 
context. As great as Cancionero Complete is, 
however, don't bother buying it: A used copy 
is currently priced at $54 on Amazon.com, 
and while the book showcases the Robert 
Burns-esque bravado and orgft///o that was the 
Jimenez style, it ain't worth that price in this 
day and age, when you can just gather all the 
lyrics online. Then again, if you're willing to buy 
the book. I'm more than happy to sell my copy 
to you: I do need to gather the down payment 
on my burro....

DEAR MEXICAN: Upon first seeing me, 
as a two-week-old baby, my aunt Estrella 
screamed ," jAy, que gringo!" But, if you 
gotta call me a gabacho, so be it. I do have 
Mexican family (through marriage), and 
my brother (as white as me) is currently 
in Mexico City courting a beautiful Mexi 
nugget he met while attending college in 
Malaga, Spain.

L ewai Murad will not likely go down in the annals of history as the man who 
helped to overthrow Syrian president Bashar al-Assad by developing a rocket- 
fired missile capable of penetrating the heavy armor of the Russian T80 tanks 
used by the ruthless dictator’s army 

First of all, Lewai Murad is a pseudonym. He asked to remain anonymous 
because, while he has lived in Orange County for the past year and a half (initially 
on a student visa, now as a refugee), his extended family—mother, father, two broth¬ 
ers and seven sisters—remains in Syria. Were the Syrian government to discover he 
was helping the Free Syrian Army (FSA) rebels, his entire family could be arrested, 
tortured and/or killed. 


Secondly, about those missiles: They aren’t real, and therefore they haven’t blown up 
a single Syrian army tank, much less turned the tide of the civil war against al-Assad 
and in favor of the ragtag fighters Murad hopes to help. The only place these missiles 
exist is on paper, in the 12-page study he wrote in Arabic after months of running elab¬ 
orate computer simulations on a laptop computer. Because of an international arms 
embargo, the FSA is struggling to fight al-Assad and his tanks with little more than 
AK-47s and hand grenades. Those are no match for tanks, in particular the 2,800 or 
so estimated T80 tanks of the Syrian army that are protected with so-called explosive 
reactive armor and are invincible to the lightly armed FSA.

What Murad created—in theory, at 
least—was nothing short of miraculous: 
an improvised, armor-piercing warhead 
that rebels could easily manufacture en 
masse in Syria (thus not violating the 
embargo), and then fire from conven¬ 
tional rocket-propelled grenade (RPG) 
launchers until every last Syrian army 
tank was nothing more than a smoking 
hull. However noble, Murad’s dream 
fell victim to a series of errors—lots and 
lots of them—with a touch of bad timing 
thrown in for good measure. 

Murad came to the United States to 
study at Cal State Fullerton at the precise 
moment when the Syrian civil war kicked 
into high gear in his hometown and he 
lost touch with his family, thus losing 
his ability to fund his tuition and remain 
in the country on a student visa. Then 
there’s the fact that, perhaps more than 
classwork, Murad’s real motive in moving 
to Orange County was to secretly hook 
up with his best friend’s girlfriend, with 
whom he’d secretly been Skyping and 
chatting online for two years. Compound¬ 
ing that questionable move is the fact 
that Murad then proceeded to marry the 
woman without bothering to tell her that 
he was bisexual. 

Another bad idea: surreptitiously living 
with his new wife in her bedroom inside 
her parents’ house for several months, 
without either party informing the par¬ 
ents they were, in fact, married, which led 
to the parents calling the cops on him. All 
these rather striking lapses in judgment, 
when compounded, not only prevented 
Murad from realizing his dream of free¬ 
ing Syria from tyranny, but also unrav¬ 
eled his marriage, left him homeless and 
ultimately caused the FBI to question him 
about his project. 

Earlier this year, shortly after his for¬ 
mer mother-in-law called the police to 
evict him from her house and alerted the 
FBI to his interest in explosives, a desper¬ 
ate and confused Murad sent a frantic 
email to the Weekly. “I am under strict 
surveillance,” he wrote. “Two FBI agents 
met with me and questioned me at a local 
restaurant.... The FBI is monitoring me, 
and I do not know what is going on in 
their minds!!!” 

The email expressed a confused 
jumble of emotions: despair, lovesick¬ 
ness, what seemed like a legitimate fear 
of being arrested or deported, and para¬ 
noia. It was also clear Murad desperately 
wanted to share his story, so his grand 
efforts to help end the Syrian civil war 
would not disappear into the same obliv¬ 
ion that had devoured the rest of his life 
in America. 

The email’s subject line seemed to sum 
it up perfectly: “Lost Syrian in Anaheim.” 

B y his own telling, Murad (again, 
not his real name) grew up in a 
cosmopolitan city in Syria that 
he prefers to not mention by name. He 
has two good reasons to worry. First, the 
aforementioned government retaliation 
against his family. Second, as a bisexual 
atheist, Murad—one of nine siblings— 
doesn’t want to bring shame to his large 
Sunni Muslim family. The city is popu¬ 


lated by a roughly even mixture of Sunnis, 
the branch of Islam that constitutes the 
majority of the Syrian population, as well 
as most Muslims throughout the world, 
and Alawites, an offshoot of the Shia 
branch of Islam. 

Traditionally, Sunnis viewed the Ala¬ 
wites (who don’t observe the five pillars 
of Islam and whose women don’t wear 
hijabs) as heretics, and they were there¬ 
fore ostracized. In Murad’s hometown, 
the Sunnis lived in the city’s center, 
while the Alawites dwelled mostly in 
villages in the hills outside, where they 
had lived for centuries. “These guys had 
been oppressed throughout history,” 
Murad explains. “It was an official seg¬ 
regation. They were not allowed to walk 


in the city after 6 p.m. They were con¬ 
sidered infidels.” 

After centuries of Ottoman rule, Syria 
was administered as a French colony 
after World War I. In the decades that 
followed, the Alawites gradually insinu¬ 
ated themselves into the colonial admin¬ 
istration and armed forces. In 1970, when 
Hafez al-Assad (father of Syria’s current 
dictator) seized the reins of government, 
Alawites began moving from the hills 
and into Murad’s hometown. “After they 
seized power, they laid off all the Sunni 
officials and monopolized everything,” 
Murad says. “They did a lot of massacres 
in the 1980s.” 

As a teenager in the 1990s, however, 
Murad didn’t care about the religious 


conflict that would soon engulf his 
country. In fact, he considered himself 
an atheist; moreover, Murad actually 
found himself attracted to some of his 
Alawite neighbors. Starting when he 
was about 16 and until he left Syria 
four years later, he engaged in a series 
of secret homosexual relationships 
with various Alawite men his own age. 
“Being an atheist and a bisexual in Syria 
isn’t easy,” he says. “It is completely 
forbidden. You cannot brag or even talk 
about it.” 

In 2005, when he was 20 years old, 
Murad left Syria for Alexandria, Egypt, 
to study marine engineering at the Arab 
Maritime Academy. There, free from

the constraints of parental guidance, 
he smoked marijuana for the first time 
and had to be rushed to the emergency 
room. “I felt my heart racing, and 
thought I was having a heart attack,” he 
recalls. Instead, he discovered he had 
a pre-existing heart condition exacer¬ 
bated by acute anxiety; the doctor pre¬ 
scribed Xanax. Murad quickly became 
addicted to the pills. “I became very 
detached from my friends,” he says. “I 
hated myself.” 

After several months of study, Murad 
returned to Syria, but because Xanax 
was available from any street-corner 


talking six hours a night. I started to feel 
something toward her at that time that 
meant love to me.” 

Upon kicking his Xanax habit, 
Murad returned to Egypt and com¬ 
pleted his undergraduate work, spe¬ 
cializing in numerical methods and 
fluid dynamics, principles used for 
the engineering of everything from 
turbine engines to airplanes and boats. 
He planned to continue his studies at 
the Rochester Institute of Technol¬ 
ogy, which had a campus in Dubai. But 
three days after he enrolled, Murad 
learned that he could not obtain the 
degree without applying for a student 
visa because he was Syrian. Instead, 
while he waited for the visa to arrive, 
Murad took classes at the American

pharmacy without a prescription, and 
because he was determined to quit pop¬ 
ping pills, he took a flight to London. 
There, completely isolated from family 
and friends, he endured weeks of with¬ 
drawal in a cheap East End motel room. 
“The symptoms were very intense,” 
says Murad. “Sometimes I couldn’t even 
order my food on the telephone.” 

It was during this period that Murad 
began speaking by telephone, Skype and 
instant messenger with Andrea (not 
her real name), a young Orange County 
woman who was dating a Syrian friend of 
his who was attending college in South¬ 
ern California. “Their relationship was 
disintegrating,” Murad says. “We were 


University in Sharjah, a city in neigh¬ 
boring Dubai, and waited. 

In the spring of 2011, after a semester 
of study, the Syrian revolution began. “At 
the time, it was just peaceful demonstra¬ 
tions,” Murad recalls. “Nobody was talk¬ 
ing about carrying weapons, and nobody 
envisioned the idea that Syria would 
descend into a civil war. But I knew it 
would be ugly. The Alawites are down for 
anything. They will not give power back 
to the Sunnis because they know the Sun¬ 
nis will retaliate.” 

To prepare for what he was certain 
would be an armed conflict against an 
implacable foe, Murad and some of his 
friends established an ad hoc group 
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called the Armed Syrian Front, which 
distributed manuals on weapons and 
warfare via the Free Net Project, an 
Internet platform created in 2000 by 
Irish hacker Ian Clark. The project 
allows users to communicate anony¬ 
mously and free of censorship across 
the world, but it can also be abused 
to transmit everything from terrorist 
handbooks to child pornography. 

Although he was determined to help 
topple al-Assad, Murad says, he only 
translated a few documents into Arabic 
before beginning to feel uncomfortable 
about sharing information online with 
complete strangers. His fear was that 
those asking for help might have designs 
on carrying out attacks that didn’t just 
involve al-Assad, but rather a nuclear¬ 
armed state such as Israel, a pursuit 
Murad had no desire to aid. ‘T stopped 
talking to these guys,” he says. ‘T felt I 
didn’t know them. They started to ask 
me about stuff like nuclear weapons, 
which the Syrian regime doesn’t even 
have. I didn’t trust them anymore.” 

That caution didn’t apply to Murad’s 
virtual romance with Andrea, however. 

As soon as he received his American 
student visa, he flew to Orange County 

Everything was going 
great, Murad says, until 
the man who ran the 


Andrea, Murad says, he began chatting 
on Facebook with members of a FSA 
faction whose name in Arabic translates 
as “The Lion Hunters.” (The militia’s 
moniker was a play on the dictator’s 
surname, as al-Assad is Arabic for lion.) 
“They told me at that time they were 
suffering from the Russian tanks that 
are protected by explosive reactive 
armor,” he says. 

Instead of using the tanks to go into 
cities or towns, where rebels could 
ambush them and disable the vehicles, 
the Syrian army would position them 
outside of populated areas and use them 
to shell the FSA and any civilians who 
were caught in the crossfire. “They just 
shell for 24 hours from afar, from the 
hills,” Murad explains. There was noth¬ 


ing the rebels could do because their 
rocket-propelled grenades were not 
capable of penetrating the tanks’ armor. 
“You know what?” Murad says he told 
his FSA contact. “Don’t worry. There is 
something I can do.” 

Using Google Patents, Murad began 
downloading instructions on how to 
manufacture shaped charges, which con¬ 
centrate the force of the explosion as nar¬ 
rowly as possible for maximum effective¬ 
ness. He printed out the patents and read 
them, either in his wife’s bedroom, sitting 
in her car or on park benches, or at a table 
in the cafe at a nearby Barnes & Noble. An 
idea began to form. 

“I had to come up with something 
very simple and easy to manufac¬ 
ture using the available resources the 


FSA have,” he says. “They don’t have 
advanced electronic systems, so I had to 
make something completely mechani¬ 
cal, with no electronics involved except 
the piezoelectric fuse that creates the 
signal that sets off the detonator, which 
is very simple.” 

With that in mind, Murad began to 
design a missile with two warheads. 

One small, secondary warhead at the 
front of the missile would have the 
purpose of exploding the explosive- 
reactive box on the tank’s hull, thus 
disabling the vehicle’s armor. Another 
warhead, set on a slight delay, which 
had to be timed perfectly, would offset 
that explosion, allowing for a more 
powerful, shaped charge to blast for-

to marry her. Upon arriving, he moved 
in with her now-ex-boyfriend, without 
telling his friend of his real intentions. 
Murad’s friend had already begun dating 
someone else, and he served as best man 
when his friend married the girl. Just two 
months after Murad touched ground in 
the U.S., he and Andrea went to the Old 
Courthouse in Santa Ana and wed in a 
civil ceremony, with one of her friends as 
their only witness. 

O n Aug. 20, 2011, Murad landed in 
the United States. Around that 
time, the Syrian army invaded his 
hometown. Although he had enrolled in 
graduate studies at Cal State Fullerton, 
he couldn’t reach his family on the tele¬ 
phone, much less receive tuition money 
from them. In any event, Murad never 
attended a class—instead, after moving 
out of his friend’s house, he toured vari¬ 
ous cheap motels in Anaheim until money 
began to run out. Finally, against his bet¬ 
ter judgment but with no other obvious 
option, he moved in with Andrea at her 
parents’ house. 

This presented an obvious problem. 
Andrea had told her parents about 
Murad and had even told them they 
were engaged. But they had no idea 
their daughter had already married 
Murad. Rather than come clean, the 
couple played a long-term game of 
hide-the-housemate, with Andrea’s 
family assuming Murad was spending 
a lot of time at the house, but sleeping 
elsewhere. “They were amazing to me,” 
he says. “They treated me like I was one 
of them.” 

Not long after he moved in with 
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ward, penetrating the tank’s hull before 
detonating. After days of developing 
the design, Murad realized his missile 
would work, but only in theory. “The 
idea worked very well,” he explains, 

“but the product was very heavy and 
thick, and the platform to launch this 
missile was not realistic.” 

As weeks went by, Murad continued to 
fine-tune his theory on a series of shaped 
charges within a missile, allowing it to 
strike a tank’s explosive-reactive armor, 
cause it to explode, and then continue to 
push forward for the kill. Using Andrea’s 
computer, he used a highly specialized, 
finite-element, analysis-based “hydro¬ 
code” software to run simulations of 
multiple shaped-charge explosions. 
Hydrocodes are used to conduct explicit 
dynamic analyses—impact, penetration, 
explosions and fragmentation. “They are 
used to develop warheads and armors, 
but if a field study is not possible, a 
hydrocode study is sufficient to build 
a new design if conducted using a PC 
cluster,” Murad says. “The higher the

computational power, the more accurate 
are the results.” 

Since Murad didn’t have access to 
a workstation with several intercon¬ 
nected PCs, he had to run what seemed 
like endless calculations on Andrea’s 
laptop to obtain the data necessary to 
predict how the explosions caused by 
his theoretical warhead would interact. 
“In my first simulation, the first shaped 
charge interfered with the second one 
and the third one, and the product 
failed,” he remembers. “So I investi¬ 
gated further.” 

Finally, after months of simulations 
involving various angles of detonation 
and different types of materials that 
would react in certain predictable ways, 
Murad came up with what appeared a 
successful design: a cone-shaped pro¬ 
jectile with three small, hollow linings 
filled with materials that would direct the 
explosions in precisely the correct way. 
According to his calculations, the third 
shaped charge in his theoretical warhead 
could penetrate more than a yard of 
rolled homogenous armor. 

“I was ecstatic,” Murad says. “I did 
so many computations to reach the final 
result, but it’s computational power vs. 
accuracy, so that’s why these studies 
weren’t final. The concept was 100 percent 
guaranteed, but now if I’m going to manu¬ 
facture it, I need specific dimensions.” 
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To accomplish this, he realized, he 
needed more than just Andrea’s laptop. 

He needed a PC workstation. Murad 
reached out to a local Syrian-American 
businessman who was active in providing 
humanitarian aid to refugees and whom 
Murad knew was sympathetic to the FSA. 
Murad says the businessman (who did 
not respond to an interview request) put 
him in touch with a subordinate, who 
listened to Murad’s proposal and quickly 
responded that no further study was 
necessary. “Give me the study, and I will 
forward it to the FSA,” Murad says the 
man told him. “You will either be talking 
to them on the Internet or phone, or you 
will be going there.” 

Eager to accept that offer, Murad 
responded he just needed to make a few 
final tweaks to his study and run a few 
last simulations. “I was in the process of 
doing that,” he says. “And then I got the 
police called on me.” 

E arly this spring, just a few minutes 
past noon on a chilly Tuesday, 
Murad waits patiently outside the 
ESPN Zone in Downtown Disney, his 
stocky frame wrapped tight in a black car¬ 
digan sweater. His large bald head droops 
shyly forward over his shoulders. Both of 
his hands are stuffed into his pockets. He 
carries himself with the gait of someone 
who is ashamed or embarrassed of some¬ 
thing, but as soon as he opens his mouth, 
the words pour forth, as if unburdening 
themselves of persistent silence. 

Inside the restaurant, over a lunch of 
barbecue chicken wings, a US. men’s soc¬ 
cer international friendly blaring from 
a large-screen television, Murad shares 
his story. At times, while talking about 
how his marriage to Andrea fell apart, he 
begins to cry. “I’m so unstable,” he says. 

“I am guilty of a series of mistakes, but I 
loved her and still love her.” 

The morning the police showed up at 
Andrea’s house, he had woken up in her 
arms. It was a Sunday morning in mid- 
December 2012. They’d been arguing the 
night before; a few days earlier, Murad 
had gotten into a shouting match with his 
mother-in-law. It all started, he explains, 
when she confronted him about how 
much time he was spending at the house. 

“She caught me numerous times leav¬ 
ing her daughter’s room in the morning,” 
Murad recalls. “I told her we were mar¬ 
ried, and she exploded.” When Andrea’s 
mother threatened to have him deported 
from the US. for committing marriage 
fraud, Murad bristled. “I don’t care about 
your fucking country,” he said. “You are 
going to regret that,” she responded. “You 
are going to pay for what you said.” 

After that confrontation, unbe¬ 
knownst to Murad, his mother-in-law 
had presented Andrea with an ultima¬ 
tum: get a divorce, or move out of the 
house with your husband. Andrea chose 
the first option, and when the police 
arrived to escort him out of the house 
as an intruder, she stayed inside and 
filled out paperwork for a restraining 
order, which a judge later extended and 
will remain in place for several more 
months. (Andrea refused to comment 
for this story.) 

Murad spent that first night on a park 
bench; then he went to the businessman 
who had promised to help him to send 
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his armor-piercing missile study to the 
Syrian rebels. The man secured Murad 
a job working in a Santa Ana warehouse 
where food, blankets and medicine for 
Syrian civil-war refugees were being 
prepped for shipping overseas. Murad 
spent the next month volunteering 
there, working 12 hours a day, seven 
days a week; he even slept there on a 
small cot. 


the agents. He sent them a letter apolo¬ 
gizing for the oversight and met with 
the agents a second time at the same 
Jack In the Box. They told him not to 
worry and admonished him to stay off 
the computer. He has not heard from 
them since. (An FBI spokesperson did 
not respond to a request for comment.) 

Murad stopped working at the 
warehouse and now has a job helping 
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Everything was going great, Murad 
says, until the man who ran the ware¬ 
house told him the FBI was looking 
for him. He gave Murad a telephone 
number to call. The following morn¬ 
ing, Murad met two agents at a Jack In 
the Box on Ball Road in Anaheim, near 
the city’s Little Arabia district. They 
didn’t say how the feds had learned of 
his plans and didn’t disclose why they 
wanted to talk to him. Instead, they 
began asking him questions about his 
mother-in-law. The questions quickly 
revealed they’d seen his computer 
simulations. “They asked me if I was 
trying to access explosives,” Murad says. 
“They were concerned about my activi¬ 
ties with the ESA and who I was trying 
to contact online.” 

The meeting lasted roughly two 
hours, and Murad told them every¬ 
thing—how he got the idea to design 
a rocket-propelled missile that could 
destroy the T80 tank, how he had never 
tried to obtain any actual explosives or 
break any laws or arms embargo, but 
how he fervently hoped to get his plans 
in the hands of the ESA. The one thing 
he didn’t mention was the name of the 
businessman who had offered to help 
him. The next day, however, Murad 
began to panic, thinking that by with¬ 
holding that information, he’d misled 


a Palestinian merchant with online 
sales. The businessman who rescued 
him from homelessness never followed 
up on his promise to help Murad gain 
access to a PC workstation so he could 
put the final touches on his study and 
deliver it to the ESA. While respectful 
of the efforts of the businessman and 
other exiles in Southern Californa to 
send humanitarian relief to Syria, he’s 
frustrated nobody will help him to help 
the rebels win the war against al-Assad. 

“They are just sending underarmed 
soldiers to get killed,” he fumes. “This is 
what drives me crazy. You talk to people 
here, and they say, ‘The one who dies 
goes to heaven’—the martyrdom concept, 
jihad, all that. But you can’t face tanks 
with conventional RPGs or guns, and 
when someone dies in Syria, he’s not 
going to heaven. He’s not going anywhere. 
And now his children are orphans.” 

Murad adds that he’s no longer certain 
the ESA are the heroes he once thought 
them to be. Their lack of will in oppos¬ 
ing al-Qaeda-aligned militias troubles 
him. Ironically, he realizes, he tried to 
help those who, if in power, would likely 
oppress him. “At this point, I don’t sup¬ 
port any side,” he says. 

“I am an atheist and bisexual, and I am 
unstable, but I tried to help the rebels.”

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Boiling Down to the Basics 

Hue Oi is one of Little Saigon’s best places for banh beo and bun bo hue

D uring my third visit to Hue Oi, the 
block around Fountain Valley’s Mile 
Square Park experienced a black¬ 
out. Stoplights weren’t functioning. The 
traffic on Brookhurst was a snarled mess 
even by Little Saigon standards. But Hue 
Oi forged on without electricity. Custom¬ 
ers kept arriving, the noodle soups still 
came out steaming, the two-toned glasses 
of cafe su dua still needed to be stirred 
slowly to distribute the strong coffee and 
ice into the thick sludge of the sweetened 
condensed milk. 

One of Little Saigon’s newer restaurants. 
Hue Oi has spent about a month in this 
tree-shaded lot that counts the great veg¬ 
etarian eatery Au Lac as tenant. But if Hue 
Oi’s customers seem to already be familiar 
with the lay of the land and know exactly 
what to order, power or no power, it’s 
because the restaurant actually moved here 
from its original location in Garden Grove. 
That first iteration debuted two years ago 
and quickly cemented its reputation as one 
among a short list of respected Hue cuisine 
specialists—including Quan Hy and Ngu 
Binh—that, at the very least, serves those 
delicate, button-cute shots of steamed rice- 
flour batter sprinkled with minced shrimp, 
fried onion and scallions called banh beo, 
as well as bun bo hue, the signature noodle 
soup of the region. 

Hue Oi’s bun bo hue immediately distin¬ 
guishes itself as one of the most advanced 
bowls of soup in Little Saigon. It contains 
not only the customary cubes of pork-blood 
cake, slices of tender, braised beef shank 
and morsels of steamed pork mousse, but 
also a bone-in, skin-on, fat-rimmed cross¬ 


section of pork leg that resembles a CT 
scan of, well, a pork leg. But if you happen 
to appear even the slightest bit squeamish, 
the waiter will ask you if you wouldn’t 
rather leave it out. Or perhaps you’d prefer 
the pho (which, by the way, is just as won¬ 
derful)? Order both—or save one for the 
next visit. 

Yes, ordering pho at a Hue-style joint 
is superfluous, just as asking for breakfast 
tacos at a Oaxacan dive. But the pho here 
doesn’t begin with noodles clumped or 
stuck to the bottom, as in lesser joints; 
rather, they arrive already animated, 
awakened by a pour of scalding broth. 

The pho dac biet, the house-special bowl, 
has it all: the slipperiness of jellied ten¬ 
don, the falling-apart flaps of brisket, the 
goose-pimpled Angers of tripe, the rubbery 
bounce of a quartered Vietnamese meatball 
and at least two other representations of 
cattle in the broth. 

There are other noodle dishes besides 
the bun bo hue and the pho. In the mi 
quang, a tangle of yellow noodles is served 
dry with flstfuls of pork and chicken meat, 
crushed peanuts, shreds of banana blos¬ 
som and sesame crackers, as well as a bowl 
of concentrated red broth that you pour 
onto and mix into the noodles as though it 
were marinara. For the banh canh tom cua, 
linguine-thick tapioca noodles chew with 
the resiliency of rubber bands, the strands 
slowly thickening the crab meat-festooned 
broth that’s already as hearty as a chowder. 

Of course, you can’t leave without trying 
the banh beo, offered a dozen per order, 
each one topped with a pork rind. They’re 
more delicate than Ngu Binh’s. Before 


you take a teaspoon to scoop out the wig- 
gly disc, a douse or two from the bowl of 
flsh sauce is required. You will also need 
at least a sliver of Thai bird chile, which 
only heightens the experience. Treat the 
banh nam the same way. Steamed rice- 
flour paste is smeared into flat, banana-leaf 
envelopes and sprinkled with minced 
shrimp meat to form what would result if 
a dim sum rice-noodle roll were crossbred 
with a tamale. You can get the banh nam 
as a stand-alone order or as a sampler 
with banh loc ca, dumplings stuffed with 
pork and shell-on shrimp, all encased in 
translucent tapioca skin; you’ll gnaw on it 
as though it were a persistent Gummy Bear. 

Hue Oi does almost ever 5 l;hing well. But 
it was during the blackout the place showed 
what makes restaurants such as this great. 

It demonstrated that even if ever 5 Thing 
that makes it modern and chic were taken 
away (the striking purple-cushioned seats, 
the fashionable dangly lights), all it really 
needs is a lovingly prepared vat of boiling 
broth, good meat and noodles to bring in 
devotees. And as I sat in the dark near the 
back of the restaurant, I witnessed this tru¬ 
ism in action. The restaurant was nearly 
full.

IIT hank God you're still here!" the teen- 

I age girl exclaimed to the young man 
behind the counter at La Rocco's in San 
Clemente. "We went to where you were, and 
you weren't there. Then someone told us you 
moved and told us to come here. Thank God 
you're still here!" 

The move, which happened about six 
weeks ago, was no Long March for La 
Rocco's: It just went across El Camino Real, 
from one cute storefront to another. But the 
girl's relieved surprise just shows how quickly 
La Rocco's has established itself in Ole Han¬ 
son's mythical Spanish Village By the Sea. In 
a town where Sonny's Pizza has long ruled 
over the city's surprisingly vibrant pizza scene 
and Pizza Port is just fabulous. La Rocco's has 
become a treasure, a place so miraculous in its 
meticulous NewYork-style pie creations that 
the locals no doubt fear it'll move up the 5 one 
day for the big time. But I can't imagine such 
a place thriving anywhere else in OC, from the 
quick service to the employees, who appear to 
have been plucked from the pages of a Volcom 
fashion spread. 

La Rocco's premise is as straightforward 
as the pier: a display case features premade, 
thin-crust pizzas. You order by the slice; the 
staff heats it up. No pastas, no oversauced 
sogginess—just custom pies, ones so perfect 
in their emulation of the East Coast they even 
please our token Jerseyite, Dave Lieberman. 
You can order the pizzas to taste, topping them 
with ingredients Southern Californians know 
and love such as sausage, black olives, jalape- 
hosand anchovies. Trust the owners, though, 
and indulge in the house specialties. The 
baroque Bronx features just meatball, sausage 
and pepperoni on a tomato sauce as sweet as 
'Nofre's breaks. Marvel at the Rhode Island, 
which uses serranos, avocados and a chipo- 
tle-based sauce to create the most unlikely 
Mexican foodstuff (what's with the shout-out 
to the Ocean State?) since the Choco Taco. 
Speaking of tacos, there's even a taco pizza, a 
blizzard of Cheddar on ground beef and sour 
cream—Cal-Mex at its most embracing. 

But the best class of pizzas here is the 
whites. The simple Whitestone—^just ricotta, 
mozzarella and Parmesan brushed with 
garlic—is a pungent beauty and a base upon 
which La Rocco's riffs to even better heights. 
Artichoke adds earthiness; Pauley's Special 
finds basil and tomatoes added on. I love the 
Yonkers because it adds the sharpness of 
Asiago to sauteed asparagus. The whites are 
the pizzas invariably being cooked to replace 
what just got ordered, taken in to-go boxes for 
a beach party or an after-skateboarding snack. 
La Rocco's leaving San Clemente? As likely as 
the 241 toll road being extended.

W e recently had the pleasure of sit¬ 
ting down with Karla Vasquez— 
business owner, wife, mother 
and more. Her desire to bring great Mexi¬ 
can cuisine to the masses resulted in Chelas 
Mexican Grill. With killer breakfast tacos 
and a hard-working kitchen, the restaurant 
she created with spouse Art is a gem tucked 
inside a Laguna Niguel plaza. 

Tell us about your breakfast tacos. 

Our two breakfast tacos are our ‘Ameri¬ 
cano Taco,” which is scrambled eggs, your 
choice of bacon or rib-eye, topped with 
Colby-Jack cheese, and our “Mexicano 
Taco,” scrambled eggs, your choice of 
chorizo or shredded beef, with onion and 
cilantro, then topped with Colby-Jack. 
Our boy’s personal favorite is the Ameri¬ 
cano bacon on a flour tortilla and topped 
with cheese. But our most popular—and 
absolutely delicious—is the MVP burrito. 
The name speaks for itself! It has scram¬ 
bled eggs, bacon, rib-eye steak, crispy 
hash browns, guacamole and Colby-Jack. 
Your best recent food find: 

Veggie burger with an organic quinoa, 
mushroom, onion, potato, carrot and 
zucchini patty. It was topped with 
avocado, bacon, greens and Muenster 
cheese. The Shwack Beach Grill in Dana 
Point served it with homemade [French 
fries] it called Spuds. 

Most undervalued ingredient: 

Cabbage. In the beginning, most of our 
customers were hesitant about trying our 
menu options with cabbage—90 percent 
of our menu has cabbage. It just gives that 
fresh crunch to most foods. It resists heat 
very well, won’t get soggy quickly and 
serves as a carb substitute. I can eat most 
of our menu options, such as breakfast, on 
a bed of cabbage if I choose to not eat torti¬ 
llas that day. 

What is your beverage of choice, and where 
do you get it? 

Vodka and soda with lots of lime. We call 
it Crazy Water. It doesn’t taste the same 
anywhere else. Maybe that’s because Art 
makes it with so much enthusiasm. 


What’s the menu item featured on your 
Facebook page? 

Our fajita burrito, one of my personal favor¬ 
ites. It has grilled red and green bell peppers, 
mushrooms, onions, cheese, and black beans. 
I love it naked on cabbage with chicken. 

One food you can’t live without: 

Bacon and black beans. Bacon goes well 
with sweets, sours, salty and everything 
in between. And black beans are my go-to 
with Mexican food. 

What is your best-seller? 

Our newest addition: the shrimp and rib- 
eye burrito. It has avocado slices, green 
and purple cabbage, pico de gallo, and 
chipotle sauce. But since we’ve been open, 
the biggest has always been the Chelas 
carnitas burrito. Our carnitas are excep¬ 
tional-very moist and tender. 

We read your tortillas are cooked to order. 
How much longer does it take to prepare a 
meal for customers? 

Not much longer, approximately three 
to four minutes extra. But it’s worth the 
wait. Our tortillas are raw and cooked on¬ 
site. The burrito won’t rip apart on you. 
That’s one of our pet peeves. 

Weirdest thing you’ve ever eaten: 

When I was dating Art, his mother, Rosalia, 
was cooking a huge meal for friends and 
family. I remember clearly his father cook¬ 
ing a pig in their outdoor brick oven. They 
made delicious dishes with certain parts of 
the animal. In this case, he pickled the pig’s 
feet with vinegar, onions, dried chiles and 
carrots. Well, I wasn’t going to turn down 
my soon-to-be father-in-law, so I tried the 
pickled pork feet. It was a strange texture, 
but I’ll have to admit, it tasted pretty good. 
Weirdest customer request: 

I would have to say it was “nachos—no 
beans, no cheese. Just rice. Meat raw in a 
separate container.” Did we do it? No, we 
did not. We try accommodating requests 
as much as possible, but if we feel it will 
jeopardize our food quality, we’d rather be 
sincere and offer them a different choice. 
We’d rather do that than serve them some¬ 
thing that will not taste good and, ulti¬ 
mately, end up disappointing them.

T here was a time in my life when 
it was all about chocolate chip. 
After taking home economics, I 
learned how to bake snickerdoodles. But 
my tastes for dessert changed, such as 
my desire to end a meal with something 
savory instead of sweet. 

It was a fluke to come across this par¬ 
ticular treat at Tender Greens, a place 
better known for its yummy, healthy 
salads. My friend actually recommended 
the carrot cake cupcakes, but those were 
out. I needed a dessert fix, but all I spot¬ 
ted were cookies, clear-wrapped bundles 
of seemingly innocent nibbles, sold six 
for $6. Not bad for Tender Greens’ hip¬ 
ster cafeteria. 

Peanut butter cookies by themselves 
are lip-smacking good. Accent that with 
toffee, and the sweet offsets the rich, 
nutty base. I didn’t understand how salt 
brought out the flavors of a dish, until 
I ate eggs without seasoning and pasta 
before grating Parmigiano-Reggiano over 
it. Salt harmonizes everything, and it 
was no different here, where the combo 
made for one umami treat. I shared the 
Tender Greens cookies with co-workers 
and knew it wasn’t just me when they all 



came back and raved about the snack. If 
you know anything about office culture, 
treats are a common occurrence—but 
treats that everyone loves? Rare—just ask 
old-school Weeklings about El Polio Loco 
burritos.... But anyhoo, the unsolicited 
praise for the salted peanut butter toffee 
disks of love made me wish I had claimed 
them as my own.

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‘OCC Shorts’ Stands Tall 

College program celebrates 10 years at Newport Beach Film Festival

N ewport Beach Film Festival’s 

(NBFF) Collegiate Showcase—to 
be held in the Studio at Sage 
Hill School—presents short films from 
UCLA, use and Saddleback on Sunday; 
CalArts and Chapman on Monday; and 
Cal State Fullerton and Cal State Long 
Beach on Tuesday. 

Noticeably missing from that 14th- 
annual NBFF lineup above is Orange Coast 
College, but that’s only because the private 
Newport Beach high school’s 300-seat 
theater is too small for the Costa Mesa 
community college’s Film/Video Depart¬ 
ment. As with festivals past, Sunday’s 10th- 
anniversary run of “OCC Shorts” is in the 
historic, 622-seat Lido Theatre. 

“OCC stands way above the others,” 
says Dennis Baker, NBFF’s director of 
short-film programming. “OCC will be in 
the Lido because [it] can fill it. [It] gets the 
people out. And they are all good movies.” 

“This is a vocational program,” explains 
Bob Lazarus, a longtime Film/Video 
instructor, who notes many OCC students 
do go on to university film schools. But 
the college trains a sizable number of 
enrollees who jump right into the industry. 
Some only take the department’s classes to 
gain experience without pursuing associ¬ 
ate degrees or certificates. 

They also pursue industry contacts, and 
alumni return to mingle. A wall in OCC’s 
Film/Video Department is lined with 
posters from major motion pictures repre¬ 
senting those who have been through the 
program and now work in Hollywood— 
including Claudia Huerta, an editing assis¬ 
tant on Avatar who also works on other 
James Cameron projects; Joel Griffen, 
who worked in the editorial department 
on Super 8; and Steve Franks, the writer of 
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Big Daddy and creator of the USA network 
show Psych. 

“We have no Spielbergs,” Lazarus jokes. 
“We keep waiting.” 

Perhaps he’ll be Nathan Laolagi, a 
20-year-old from Cypress who has been 
making films for fun since seventh grade 
and began seriously considering it as a 
career as a high-school sophomore. He 
was attending Cypress College when his 
brother gave him a tour of OCC’s Film/ 
Video Department. “I could not believe the 
type of technology they had at a commu¬ 
nity college,” Laolagi remembers. “I was 
really excited.” So much so he transferred 
to OCC. A Revenge Story, the first film 
he opened his wallet to make, made this 
year’s “OCC Shorts” program. 

Another first-timer is Huntington 
Beach’s Matthew Caponi, who has been 
making films since age 9. He wrote, pro¬ 
duced and directed 72 Beats during his 
first semester at OCC; the drama was 
selected for NBFF 2013. “I am honored,” 
Caponi says. “I did not expect to make it.” 
He came to OCC to keep making movies, 
and he’s already looking for paid director- 
of-photography gigs this summer. “Ulti¬ 
mately,” he says, “I want to be a writer and 
director of my own stuff.” 

Lily Young and Minerva Alvarado’s first- 
ever film also made the cut. “It hasn’t set 
in,” Young said of her surf documentary 
Sweet Escape screening in the Lido. “Is this 
for real? I just entered on a whim.” She 
fears she’ll “go numb” at the festival, add¬ 
ing, “It’s a great opportunity. It’ll be the 
first time I’ve seen it on a screen that big.” 

Lazarus credits Scott Broberg, the col¬ 
lege’s veteran Film/Video coordinator, 
with getting OCC into the festival. And 
Broberg passes that credit along to Erik 


Forssell, the festival’s director of opera¬ 
tions and part-time OCC film instructor. 

In 2003, Forssell was an OCC film student 
and festival volunteer who noticed USC 
had a shorts program, so why not OCC? He 
lobbied the faculty, and Broberg and others 
met with Gregg Schwenck, the festival’s 
CEO and co-founder. In 2004, OCC joined 
USC and, thanks to similar lobbying by 
East Coast transplants, Yale University at 
NBEE. (This year’s 10th “Yale In Cinema” 
singles out 11 films in the regular NBEF 
lineup with contributions from 12 ‘Yalies,” 
including the fest-opening Broadway Idiot 
from director Doug Hamilton, a 1987 grad.) 

College films are curated just as all the 
others in the festival, with submissions 
made to judging panels that decide what’s 
in and what’s out. But in January, before 
selections are announced, meetings are 
held within the department about market¬ 
ing the April “OCC Shorts” program. 

“In the beginning, we used post cards 
and fliers and, mostly, word-of-mouth,” 
Broberg recalls. Now the school has a class 
that emphasizes social-media marketing 
of films, using “OCC Shorts” and its indi¬ 
vidual films as class projects. Meanwhile, 
a competition is held among OCC graphic- 
arts students to come up with the poster 
for the festival. This year’s was made by 
Hannah Melde. 

The OCC filmmakers get badges for 
entry into festival screenings and events 
other than their own, and the faculty 
encourages them to attend and network 
with the pros. Film/Video forces the issue 
by inviting visiting filmmakers to private 
parties, which have often been brunches 
catered by OCC’s culinary program aboard 
a cruising yacht from the OCC Sailing Cen¬ 
ter at Newport Harbor. 


“Scott is pretty adamant” that students 
mingle with filmmakers at the parties to 
ensure the budding cineastes realize “how 
important this event is to their careers,” 
Lazarus says. ‘You have filmmakers from 
all walks of the industry, from all over the 
country and the world. It’s a great oppor¬ 
tunity. They can’t go an5rwhere. It’s a very 
slow cruise.” 

“The filmmakers are not that far 
removed from the students,” observes 
Baker, who has attended many OCC par¬ 
ties. “The students learn about what it 
takes to make a film on their own, but 
the filmmakers get something out of it, 
too. They get to recapture that enthusi¬ 
asm they had for the industry when they 
were students.” 

Because it’s the 10th anniversary (and 
a boat was not available), the Film/Video 
Department hosts a post-showcase party 
on campus, with plans for shuttles from 
Newport Beach to Costa Mesa and back. 

The faculty members are amazed at 
how NBFF has grown in the past decade. 
“It started small, and every year, it just 
gets bigger and bigger,” Lazarus says. 
“It’s internationally recognized as a top 
film festival.” 

Adds Broberg: “It’s five minutes away, 
and it’s like Sundance.”

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PAIN & GAIN Doesn't America prom¬ 
ise riches and luxury to people who 
deserve it? Daniel Lugo—the lead in 
Michael Bay's neon-noir ode to Miami, 
muscle tone, and the modern American 
dream—believes so, but is stuck as an 
underpaid personal trainer at Miami 
Lakes' Sun Gym, where he boosts the 
confidence of customers far less chis¬ 
eled than he and dreams of a better 
(read: richer) life. So, together with some 
muscle-bound accomplices, Lugo plots 
to kidnap his rich and ever-sneering 
Colombian client Victor Kershaw (Tony 
Shalhoub) and torture him until he gives 
up everything he owns: his swanky 
mansion, successful deli, bright orange 
speedboat, the works. Bay's film is 
based on, and mostly faithful to, a true 
story penned by Pete Collins for the 
Miami New Times in late 1999. The Sun 
Gym Gang isn't made up of professional 
mobsters. They're musclebound egotists 
with a sense of importance more inflated 
than their steroid-pumped pecs, and 
Bay wastes no opportunity for laughs 
at their bungling. Dressed in military 
fatigues, they show up at Kershaw's 
home expecting to catch him alone; he's 
hosting a Seder. Though this story needs 
no embellishment. Bay can't help him¬ 
self. He adds wild shoot-outs, slow-mo 
effects, Instagram-esque freeze-frames, 
and B-movie-style gore. (Those who 
remember the Sun Gym Gang's mur¬ 
dered victims probably won't appreciate 
seeing one of their heads explode like 
a pumpkin beneath a falling barbell 
weight.) When the story crashes into 
a too-perfect ending, it's because Bay 
was led astray by the same things that 
got the Sun Gym Gang into this mess in 
the first place: superficiality, ambition, 
and the belief that reality just isn't good 
enough.

THE COMPANYYOU KEEP It's time, 
apparently, for the aging ghosts of '60s 
radicalism to once again take stock of 
their sins and compromises. Once it gets 
its walkers moving, Robert Bedford's The 
Company You Keep nearly plays like a 
green-granola-lefty counterpart to The 
Expendables, a Hollywood Elderhostel 
reunion crowded with septuagenarian 
icons looking back on the righteous¬ 
ness and failures of the Nixon-'Nam 
era with rheumy retirees' eyeballs. The 
story, from Neil Gordon's novel about 
the contemporary fate of a few surviv¬ 
ing Weather Underground fugitives, 
all but blows a trumpet for how rad 
rad used to be. First Susan Sarandon's 
Vermont housewife, her kids all grown 
up, throws in the secret-identity towel 
and surrenders herself to the FBI; from 
there, the dominoes tumble, leading cub 
reporter Shia LaBeouf to uncover the 
similarly fake ID of Bedford's upstate 
lawyer, sending this suede-faced ex- 
Weatherman running. The FBI closes in, 
LaBeouf's annoying snoop pesters every 
single other character motivated only 
by his journalistic creed, and withering 
guest-stars (Julie Christie, Sam Elliott, 
Richard Jenkins, a phlegm-plagued Nick 
Nolte) emerge to crinkle and wheeze 
about the good old days of bank rob¬ 
beries and protests. Bedford's noble 
Methuselah isn't just self-preserving— 
he's got an unseasonably preadolescent 
daughter to worry about, and a case 
for his own redemption to make. It's 
little surprise that The Company You 
Keep turns out to be politically chicken- 
hearted—the progressive cant we hear 
sounds idiotic, and political principles 
are seen as pathetic challenges to the 
demands of family and law and order. 
Bedford succeeds only in defanging 
the idea of resistance altogether. Far 


from engaged, the film surrenders in 
an arthritic faint. (R) Michael Atkinson.

42 A likable hagiography as nuanced as a 
plaque at the Cooperstown Hall of Fame, 
Brian Helgeland's Jackie Robinson bio 
42 finds a politic solution to the chal¬ 
lenge Quentin Tarantino faced last year 
with Django Unchanged: Howto craft a 
crowd-pleasing multiplex period piece 
whose villain is, essentially, "all white 
people"? Helgeland solves this by—to 
flip a racist phrase of the day—showing 
us that Brooklyn Dodgers GM Branch 
Rickey (a phlegmatic Harrison Ford) 
is one of the good ones, a white guy 
who transcended his upbringing to 
become a credit to his race. In the first 
half, the big moments of drift past like 
parade floats: well-crafted, incidentally 
arresting, but not strung together into 
a dramatic narrative. Things pick up 


the closer Robinson gets to Ebbets 
Field—here a video-game recreation 
that never quite fools the eye. In the 
majors, we have a story, one that grows 
more and more compelling right up 
until the climax's ridiculously protracted 
slow-mo baserunning. Some Dodgers 
revolt against Robinson's arrival, pitch¬ 
ers aim for his face, and a Philadelphia 
coach shouts "You don't belong here! 
Get that through your thick monkey 
skull!" A dusty intimacy distinguishes 
the baseball scenes, which are excel¬ 
lent, if abbreviated. Robinson's duels 
with pitchers are especially involving, 
both at the plate and on base, where he 
harrows the bastards like Bugs Bunny 
might Elmer Fudd. Chadwick Boseman 
(playing Robinson) mostly manages to 
play a flesh-and-blood man despite 4Zs 
attempts to present him as a statue just 
unveiled. Movingly, as Robinson suffers 
the white world's abuse, Boseman's

FROM UP ON POPPY HILL "It's right out 
of a cheap melodrama," one character 
remarks in From up on Poppy Hill, after 
a particularly extreme twist of fate—yet 
this film's gentle storytelling manages to 
extract the emotional payoffs of melo¬ 
drama without ruining one's suspension 
of disbelief. A film about fathers and 
children, and the way we use the past as 
a prism for the present. Poppy Hill is fit¬ 
tingly a collaboration between Japanese 
anime master Hayao Miyazaki (Spirited 
Away) and his son Goro (Tales From 
Earthsea). Our endearing protagonist 
is Umi (voiced by Sarah Bolger), a high 
school student in Yokohama, 1963. With 
an absent mother and a dead father, Umi 
has plenty of responsibilities, but adoles¬ 
cence being what it is, she's dragged into 
helping her crush. Shun (Anton Yelchin), 
save a local clubhouse from demolition. 

If the film was merely a depiction of ado¬ 
lescent longing, its portrayal of that state 
alone would be worth your $12—uncon¬ 
strained by the limitations of the human 
face, the animators paint remarkably 
nuanced states of teenage distress onto 
their principals. (You may be brought 
back to your own pimple-laden past.) Yet 
Poppy Hill also explores Umi's attempts 
to identify with a father she barely 
knew for the sake of her own budding 
individuality, and Shun's attachment to 
the clubhouse out of respect for its past. 
Some third-act revelations may really 
test the scales of plausibility, but Poppy 
Hill ultimately is not about its story as 
much as the emotional states it probes.

GIRL RISING While well-worn charges 
of aestheticizing poverty could easily 


be leveled against Girl Rising, its eye¬ 
popping colors, stark black-and-white, 
and inventive animation that by turns 
help illustrate the stories of the unfor¬ 
tunate children profiled feel like a fit 
expression of hope against a backdrop of 
misery. The film is divided into nine epi¬ 
sodes, each employing a different visual 
strategy to recreate the true stories of an 
international assortment of real-life girls, 
each of whom has been paired with a 
famous writer to help narrate her story. 
(The words are in turn read by a celebrity 
ringer.) Among the narratives: a young 
Haitian girl who insists on attending a 
post-earthquake startup school despite 
not being able to afford the entrance fee, 
and an Egyptian girl who stabs a rapist. 
Director Richard Robbins delights in dot¬ 
ting his screen with bursts of color, from 
a shimmering orange dress to the deep 
purple of a pen cap, while the stories, 
shaped by anecdotal brevity, are often 
charmingly modest. Only an insistence 
on blandly inspirational rhetoric and a 
series of didactic interludes threaten to 
reduce the film to a PSA about the plight 
of young women in developing countries.

LORDS OF SALEM After two Halloween 
remakes, rock star turned filmmaker 
Rob Zombie has penned a somber, 
surprisingly tame tale of witchcraft and 
possession that may trigger unintended 
giggles among even his most devoted 
admirers. Sheri Moon Zombie, the direc¬ 
tor's wife, stars as Heidi Hawthorne, 
a Salem, Massachusetts, radio DJ 
who begins hearing voices and having 
bloody visions after listening to a heavy 
metal LP given to her under mysterious 
circumstances. Her neighbors are three 
witches descended from a 17th century 
coven determined to call forth the Devil, 
who's looking to find the right woman to

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give him a son and heir. Zombie takes all 
this very seriously, staging flashbacks to 
unholy ceremonies that feel disturbingly 
authentic, while surrounding Heidi—a 
disappointingly timid character—with 
decrepit, corpulent demons we can see 
but she cannot. The movie is eerily pho¬ 
tographed (by Brandon Trost), but never 
suspenseful or scary, and eventually, 
events descend into goat-sacrificing silli¬ 
ness. Any fun to be had here lies in spot¬ 
ting the many old-school character actors 
Zombie has hired, from Bruce Davison 
and Dee Wallace to Meg Foster and 
Maria Conchita Alonso, all of whom have 
faced their fair share of movie monsters 
over the years—to far more memorable 
effect. (R) Chuck Wilson. Countywide. 

NO PLACE ON EARTH Part The Diary 
of Anne Frank, part The Swiss Family 
Robinson, and part The Shawshank 
Redemption, No Place on Earth, about 
a Ukrainian Jewish family in WWII who 
hides from the Nazis by living in caves, 
has all the elements of a great story: 
an epic quest (survival), formidable 
obstacles (Nazis discovering each hid¬ 
ing place), and clever solutions to those 
obstacles (digging new exits, finding 
new caves). Unfortunately, the telling, by 
director Janet Tobias, is no match for the 
story. At the beginning, the film seems 
to be a documentary about a spelunker, 
Chris Nicola, who years later discov¬ 
ers the remains of one of the family's 
encampments and seeks survivors and 
relatives with little luck. But our luck is 
much better; without explanation, the 
family is suddenly narrating, and in a 
pastiche of styles. At times, some survi¬ 
vors, now in their dotage, give interviews; 
at others, Tobias re-enacts scenes, all 
narrated in voiceover, making it a feat 
just to tell who's talking, when, and 
whether what we're seeing is straight-up 
fictional. Those narrators aren't always 
the clearest storytellers, either, so view¬ 
ers must often rely on the re-enactments, 
but Tobias keeps those shrouded in 
darkness, making the picture often as 
murky as the words. The stats relayed at 
the movie's end—^the women, who unlike 
the men never left for food or supplies, 
hold the world record for the longest 
time spent in a cave—almost have more 
impact than the narrative. (Not Rated)

RENOIR In Renoir, a languorous look at 
the last days of the storied painter, we 
get a view of the artist at odds with a 
blue-haired lady's notion of her favorite 
impressionist. It's a pivotal moment of 
Renoir family history, with father and 
son both taking creative and sexual 
inspiration from a shared love object: 
Pierre-Auguste's last model-muse. 

Future filmmaker Jean Renoir (a vulner¬ 
able Vincent Rottier) is the middle son, 
recovering from a WWI wound at the 
family farm at Cagnes-sur-Mer in 1915. 
Renoir pere (affectingly played by Michel 
Bouquet) is 74, painfully hobbled by 
arthritis, and grieving the recent death of 
his wife. Christa Theret plays Andree, the 
vibrant, pretty-in-petulance model who 
revives his creative, if not other, juices; 
a startling scene reveals he wishes 
otherwise. Yet the film's real star is the 
color orange-gold with a touch of russet, 
making an early appearance as the hair- 
and-clothing-matched Andree bicycles in 
the sunlight to her modeling gig. Renoirs 
setpiece shows the artist working on 
a canvas, with Mark Ping Bing Lee's 
camera gliding to models in soft focus, a 
kind of live action impressionism and a 
new take on the familiar Bathers. Wisely, 
director Gilles Bourdos keeps the pace 
slow, what with all the tensions beneath 
the surface: Oedipal conflict, career 
choices, even class struggle. The ambi¬ 
tious Andree, aka the future Catherine 
Hessling of Renoir's silent films, tells 
Jean she won't marry a "plate painter," 
but a film director might do. (R) Marsha 
McCreadie.

I f you happen to fol¬ 
low me on Facebook,

one.) How might you know this? Because 
I CANT STOP TALKING ABOUT HER! And 
posting pictures. All freakin' day. 

Sorry! Kinda! It's just that she's really 
cute.

Created by Blair Koenig, it's a collection of 
the most horrifying examples of oversharing 
on the web, from labor play-by-plays ("Just 
passed a piece of mucous plug!") to graphic 
poop descriptions ("Looks like Thai yellow 
curry") to placenta art (seriously, it's a thing). 
One mother posted how she hates that park¬ 
ing lots accommodate for disabled drivers 
but not for parents with children ("Seri¬ 
ously, how many disabled drivers are out 
there?"). Another wrote a letter to the fire 
department, asking, "Why u need crazy loud 
sirens? They wake up my baby." Armed with 
Dr. Google, one mom rebuked the advice of 
her pediatrician ("I mean, c'mon, I have the 
Internet; I'm not a total idiot"). 

The most cringe-inducing posts of all, in 
my opinion, are the ones in which parents 
write in the voice of their child, as in "I 
Tank Dat I Wubba to Potty In My Pants 
Betus I No Know to Doh to Dah Potty In 
Dah White SeatTangy." Really?! 

Reading through STFU Parents, I 
laughed, shook my head and sighed in 
relief. As an oversharer. I'm not there—yet.

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rett and I come from the 
Show-Me State, meaning we 
are doers, not talkers,” says 
Jesse Fortune, giving a shout-out to his 
fellow art gallery owner, Brett Douglas. 
The two Missouri natives now live in 
Costa Mesa, running a transformed his¬ 
toric building as Location 1980 art gallery 
“‘Walk fast and carry something’ is often 
heard around here. I often remind artists 
that the last four letters of ‘artwork’ don’t 
spell ‘play’ or ‘can’t’ or ‘won’t’ or ‘don’t.’ 
Old-fashioned hard work goes a long way 
in the art business.” 

It’s that sort of plain talk that has 
allowed Fortune and Douglas to get their 
relatively young space attention and buzz 
that far-more-established galleries wish 
would come their way. The duo produces 
about four big solo shows each year, as 
well as several group shows in between. 

It also hosts classes such as biweekly 
figure-drawing sessions, allowing artists 
and amateurs to hone their skills; plus, 
there are areas available for parties, mix¬ 
ers and music shows. Location 1980 also 
serves as a workspace, with artists who 
share the space also sharing the burden 
of expenses, which allows for upgrades. 
Paying the rent is one hardship of owning 
a gallery, but thankfully, they have always 
been able to meet that demand, selling 
work from their group shows. Douglas 
also works full-time handling commercial 
insurance claims while maintaining the 
business end of Location. 

In this day and age of social media, 
Douglas and Fortune have relied on word 


of mouth from other artists to burnish 
their reputation, along with network¬ 
ing at art events around Costa Mesa 
and Santa Ana. Fortune says their new 
digital marketing plan is imminent, but 
he ascribes Location 1980’s success to 
its down-home approach to connecting 
the community. “We have a community 
marketing board that displays the cards of 
a wide array of local businesses that the 
owners have contributed: real estate, car 
sales, retail boutiques, massage therapy, 
etc., as well as dozens of artists,” says For¬ 
tune. “I think we know a guy for every¬ 
thing, from plumbers to doctors!” 

How these two Midwesterners came 
to Orange County is an interesting story. 
After finishing his studies at the Univer¬ 
sity of Kansas in painting and graphic 
design. Fortune packed up his things and 
headed west to observe the Southern 
California art scene, landing a job at a 
Laguna Beach art gallery. Douglas, mean¬ 
while, studied environmental design and 
architecture at the University of Missouri, 
Columbia, eventually leaving a post-grad¬ 
uate internship to also settle in the Golden 
State. The two were introduced by mutual 
friends during a basketball game on the 
Balboa Peninsula 10 years ago. With their 
shared interest in Southern California’s 
vibrant art scene and similar backgrounds, 
they hit it off immediately. Fortune was 
already a tenant in the studios of what 
would become Location 1980, while 
Douglas occasionally served as a handy¬ 
man before Fortune approached him to be 
his business partner. Location 1980 was 


but a smaller set of studios in the building 
until May 2010, when their current space 
was vacated. The duo decided to take over 
and build a full-fledged art space. 

Location 1980 is named after its 
address number, but also because the 
word “location” doesn’t allow the space 
to be pigeonholed into one thing. And 
walking through it, you can feel the bal¬ 
anced vibe: the messy artist’s studio cou¬ 
pled with an organized, sophisticated art 
gallery. Paintings from the last solo show 
hang on the walls, while various works in 
progress are strewn about. 

On Saturday, Location 1980 opens the 
group exhibit “Death Valley: An Artist’s 
Dream.” The show features paintings by 
13 artists who traveled together in March 
2013 to Death Valley National Park for 
four days and produced 50 original art¬ 
works. Along with the pieces on display, 
the gallery will also sell copies of a self- 
published book. Painting In Death Valley: 
Again, documenting the experience and 
the best artworks. 

“We are committed to cultivating 
an environment in which local artists 
can thrive and flourish,” Fortune says. 
“We want local artists to know they will 
always have a space to nurture their skills 
and share their work with the public. And 
we want local residents to know they can 
attend unique, positive exhibits right here 
in their own back yard.”

“Okay, so Slug isn’t totally white, but 
his hypnotic voice and storytelling raps 
make him one of my favorites. I’ve been 
a fan of Atmosphere since I still had a 
pager and a fat-chick-who-likes-black- 
guys hair don’t, ‘the bob.’ I never had the 
chance to check them out live until my 
friend Tanisha and I went to see them on

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Turning the Record Over 


Will DJ Shadow ever break free from the hype of his first album?

THE SHADOW KNOWS 



F or the longest time, I imagined a sce¬ 
nario going down at Casa Shadow: 
The man himself, Josh Davis, walks 
into the living room, where a commemora¬ 
tive, go\d-p\sited Endtroducing... is framed 
above the fireplace mantle. He looks up 
at it and smiles—first proudly, then wanly. 
He leaves the room, comes back in, looks 
up again. His face turns red, and his blood 
begins to boil. He rips the album off the 
wall and, with a frustrated howl, dashes it 
to the ground. It shatters. He looks down 
at the shards for a long while, slowly cleans 
up the mess, then sheepishly brings the 
disc to the framing shop down the street for 
repairs. This plays out again and again in a 
two-bar loop over the years. 

Far-fetched? Maybe. After all, despite all 
the love and acclaim over the past 16 years, 
Endtroducing ... hasn’t gone gold yet. (Cred- 
wise, if not bank account-wise. Shadow 
shouldn’t feel too terrible about that—the 
Ramones famously never scored a gold 
album for any of their studio LPs either; 
only their 1988 hits compilation, Ramones 
Mania, achieved that.) 

But Shadow has had a tough time 
dealing with the giant legacy of Endtroduc¬ 
ing. .., even if he has always put a brave 
face on it. In an interview with Gigwise. 
com last year, he maintained the album 
never felt like an albatross to him. How¬ 
ever, “If that will always be ‘the record,’ 
then so be it; that’s cool,” he added. “It took 
me a long time to reconcile with the fact 
that people are often fans of records rather 
than artists. For a while, I used to go, ‘How 
come the same people who bought Entro- 
ducing ... don’t wanna buy The Private 
Press?’ And it took me a long time to sort of 
go, ‘Well, listen, it was a Zeitgeist album’— 
just like this week, it’s a different album, 
the one album people feel that they need to 
buy, even if they just buy one album a year.” 

He could be right. Plenty of people fell 
for the mood, sound and style of Endtro¬ 
ducing. .., a meticulously crafted collage 
of samples that’s an atmospheric, soulful, 
haunting, occasionally playful, transportive 
listen all these years later—and maybe that’s 
all they wanted or needed from Shadow. 

But there were also plenty of people 
willing to take a trip with Shadow and 
plunk down their cash for albums bear¬ 
ing his name—trusting in his artistic track 
record, open to being pulled in whatever 
creative direction he’s moving. I definitely 
felt that way, and I was hardly disap¬ 
pointed in 2002’s The Private Press, which 
I thought was a natural progression and 
frequently came off as soulful and inven¬ 
tive as its predecessor. 

Shadow has also had some misses, 
though. Take 2006’s hyphy-drenched The 
Outsider—which, suffered fi:-om Shadow’s 
obsession with breaking from his past and 
all the expectations of his art at the expense 
of good tunes—and last year’s muddled The 


Less You Know, the Better, which seemed a 
half-hearted capitulation to the past. Nei¬ 
ther was terrible, but each wasn’t a particu¬ 
larly exciting listen, either, unlike Endtro¬ 
ducing. .., which primed me for the DJ’s 
career all those years ago, no matter which 
path/genre/mood he explored. I never 
wanted an Endtroducing... Part Two; I just 
wanted something forward-thinking and 
thrilling, and lately, I haven’t gotten it. 

At the same time, I’ve been hesitant to 
write Shadow off completely. The guy com¬ 
mands respect, admiration and fondness. 

He has always come off exceedingly humble 
and sincere. His dedication to hip-hop, 
funk and soul is undeniable; his unceasing 
deference to the giants on whose shoulders 
he stands is laudable. He has one towering, 
self-contained achievement to his name, 
as well as plenty of good tracks spread out 
across the rest of his career. And he has seen 
his ideas—however risky or ill-advised- 
through to completion, and he appears to 
have the urge to keep at it. 

Shadow has been looking back with a 


couple of projects this year: Total Breakdown: 
Hidden Transmissions From the MPC Era, 
1992-1996 (compiling his ipre-Endtroducing... 
experiments) and Reconstructed: The Best of 
DJ Shadow, issued as a single CD, a 2-CD set 
and a definitive (and beautifully packaged) 
box set limited to 500 signed copies. 

I hope this extended visit to the past 
doesn’t mean he’s thinking about giving in 
entirely, handing all the fans who want it 
something closely resembling Endtroduc- 
ing ... for the next outing. Even though that 
sort of catering is hardly unprecedented in 
music these days (and because parts of The 
Less You Know seemed to suggest he’s look¬ 
ing backward creatively), I’d like to believe 
Shadow has at least one forward-thinking 
thriller left in him.

Has Anyone 
Seen Molly? 

cfiU ow many people in this crowd have 

n seen Molly?!" 

That remark was Madonna's attempt to 
be current and hip onstage at last month's 
Ultra Music Festival in Miami. Molly, of 
course, is slang for the rave drug known as 
MDMA. After her remark at Ultra, super¬ 
producer DeadMau5 was swift to chastise 
the pop star via social media: 

"Very classy there. Madonna. 'HUR DUR 
HAS ANYONE SEEN MOLLY???' Such a 
great message for the young music lovers 
at Ultra." 

It sounds harsh, but perhaps the guy 
who wears a giant, glowing mouse head is 
on the right side of this argument. 

MDMA was first synthesized by phar¬ 
maceutical giant Merck in 1912 as an 
anti-hemorraging drug. It was used in psy¬ 
chiatric studies in the 1960s and '70s, but 
that stopped on March 23,1988, when the 
Powers That Be made it a Schedule I drug, 
carrying the same legal penalties as heroin 
or cocaine. It is still legal throughout much 
of Europe. 

MDMA increases the activity of three 
neurotransmitters: serotonin, dopamine and 
norepinephrine. It's in the drug family known 
as "enactogens," similar to stimulants and 
hallucinogens. Kids love it because it gets 
them high. It relieves social anxiety, pro¬ 
duces euphoria, gets you dancing and deep¬ 
ens your connections to people, music, life. 
Hip-hop stars and EDM DJs often promote 
its use, mentioning date rape and sexual 
effects on women as a positive effect. 

Sounds great! Is there a downside? 

Yes. Young women are more sensitive to 
this drug, mostly due to the water retention 
caused by their higher levels of estrogen. 
Too much water dilutes sodium levels, which 
can cause disorientation, convulsions, coma 
and death. MDMA also causes high blood 
pressure, hyperthermia (getting too hot) and 
neurotoxic damage. It is also very addictive, 
and I hear the come-down is a bitch. 

Recently, a beautiful, 16-year-old girl 
named Olivia died after using the drug. She 
fell into a coma and never recovered. If she 
had, she would have had both of her legs 
and one of her hands amputated. She had 
fluid in her lungs that, despite daily suction¬ 
ing, never abated. She suffered strokes and 
had blood clots in her brain and organs. 

Talking to your kids might help them 
stay safe, or maybe only a little bit safer. 
Can't we help them find the euphoria that 
is inherent in love, nature, responsibility, 
achievement, art and music? 

Do it in memory of Olivia.

Shout-Out 

Helmet doesn’t let my dedication go unsung

Editor’s Note: Longtime concert pho¬ 
tographer and fellow Weekling Andrew 
Yousseffound out almost two years ago 
he had Stage IV colon cancer. Since then, 
he has continued to shoot tons of music 
events for us on top of other freelance 
work, as well as holding down a day job 
at a hospital, of all places. In his weekly 
series. Last Shot, he tells his story; you 
can find it every Thursday on our music 
blog. Heard Mentality. 

I ’ve had a number of moments that 
have inspired me to keep fighting my 
battle with cancer. When I was laying 
in my hospital bed after my diagnosis, I 
reflected on the multitude of concerts 
that I attended. One of my immediate 
flashbacks was from 1992.1 attended 
two nights of Ministry, Helmet and Sep- 
ultura at the Universal Amphitheatre. 

It was incredible. Ministry was at their 
most destructive in support of their 
album Psalm 69, and Sepultura was 
gaining momentum in the thrash world 
with their album Arise. 

While I was excited for all the bands, 
the one band that blew me away both 
nights was Helmet. From the initial 
moments of watching their video for 
“Unsung” on MTV’s Headbangers Ball, 
Helmet became one of my favorite 
bands. I immediately purchased their 
album Meantime, and it was in constant 
rotation for months. I could readily 
identify with their no-frills appearance 
that focused more on crushing their 
instruments than over-the-top theatrics. 

Lead singer and guitarist Page 
Hamilton was a drill sergeant bark¬ 
ing out the lyrics while pulverizing 
his magenta ESP guitar. Armed with 
my cheap Fender Squire guitar, I dis¬ 
covered drop-d tuning and would play 
along to the album day after day, taking 
out the frustrations of high school on 
my guitar. I had uncovered the thera¬ 
peutic benefits of playing a distorted 
guitar at a loud volume. 

I think I’ve seen every iteration 
of Helmet throughout the years and 
haven’t wavered in my fandom. I first 
ran into Hamilton back in 2007 at the 
Glass House, and he is one of the nic¬ 
est musicians I’ve ever met. He would 
frequently talk to fans after the show, 
graciously sign memorabilia and pose 
for photos. I met Hamilton again at the 
NAMM convention, and we spent some 
time cruising the aisles, looking at vari¬ 
ous new musical products. 

I was a fixture at all the Helmet 
shows, often in the front while pho¬ 
tographing their set. Seeing Helmet 
live was my medication to help me feel 
better before I was sick. After I was 



diagnosed. Helmet had a show sched¬ 
uled at the Slidebar that I couldn’t 
afford to miss. It was August 2011; I 
was still very weak and in the middle 
of trying to cope with my chemother¬ 
apy treatments. 

Sheer will, determination and the 
power of the band’s riffs enabled me to 
stand throughout their show, though 
doing so was still very difficult for me 
at that time. Hamilton cheered me up 
when he gave me a shout-out from the 
stage, saying I was a longtime fan and 
a good photographer. It definitely pro¬ 
vided me with a much-needed mental 
boost to keep fighting my disease. 

The stakes would be raised once 
again when I saw Helmet at the House 
of Blues in Anaheim in October 2012. 
Hamilton was aware of my ongoing 
battle with cancer, and in the middle 
of the show, he gave me another shout¬ 
out, saying how I was inspirational. It 
was the most humbling and awesome 
feeling in the world. How many people 
are lucky enough to even meet their 
heroes, let alone have their heroes 
call them an inspiration? It still over¬ 
whelms me when I think about it. 

Whenever I feel miserable from che¬ 
motherapy, I try to relive that moment. 
Helmet will be playing the Viper Room 
on May 4, and I will be up front with 
my camera, taking pictures and think¬ 
ing about how their heavy guitar riffs 
will be destroying each of my cancer¬ 
ous cells. I am lucky that music and 
good people are pulling me through 
this journey.

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these guitar-and-rhythm-driven songs by 
the time he struck a deal with J.R Bendzin- 
ski of Wild Pack of Canaries, a profession¬ 
ally trained audio engineer. 

Although an actual album was never the 
intention for Carzello's side-project sounds, 
when Bendzinski asked to sublet his apart¬ 
ment while Free Moral Agents went on tour, 
Carzello realized he had an opportunity to 
do more with the gritty vignettes he'd been 
sitting on. 

Recorded in fits over the course of two 
years, with nearly 40 musicians playing 
everything from drums to cello to trumpet, 
bobby blunders' first album. Best Neighbor¬ 
hood Band, was finally completed a few 
weeks ago. 

"I think he thought we'd make this little 
lo-fi record," said Carzello of Bendzinski, 
whose work can be heard on many of Long 
Beach's more recent rock releases. "When 
he agreed to do it, I don't think he foresaw 
a big record that was going to take that 
long to do." 

Of the final cut's 10 songs, seven are 
direct descendants of Carzello's lo-fi bed¬ 
room recordings and the rest claim deep 
roots in that period. But if those were all 
just considered models, then the album 
made them life-sized. 

Owing to Carzello's expansive musical 
tastes—which range from Talking Heads 
and Prince to War and Sun Ra—the songs 
on Best Neighborhood Band are denser, 
more groove-heavy, and filled with orches¬ 
tral textures and free jazz guitar solos. 

Some are covered in sound tweaks and 
pedal-work—a carryover from his m.o. with 
Free Moral Agents—but the basics of the 
songs remain simple pop, albeit with a Long 
Beach post-genre tinge. 

Live, the bobby blunders band is a 
totally different experience than either the 
album or Carzello's early solo recordings. 
With two soulful singers. Tiffany Davy and 
Ahmad Butler; a funky bassist, Jeff Lewis; a 
lead guitarist, Michael J. Salter; and a rota¬ 
tion of animalistic drummers (no one per¬ 
manent has signed up), Carzello is able to 
return to his position as the rhythm-guitar 
side man.

J esse Carzello's musical career has been 
a more haphazard adventure than most. 
Though he recently celebrated the 
completion of a full-length album for his 
bedroom recordings-turned-experimental 
pop project, bobby blunders (yes, all lower¬ 
case), Carzello might be Long Beach's most 
unexpected bandleader. 

For years, the self-taught multi¬ 
instrumentalist was a hired gun, playing 
with everyone from D.C. punk bands to his 
current steady gig as the pedal-wielding 
guitarist for the Long Beach collective Free 
Moral Agents. 

But after inheriting an 8-track that was 
destined for the trash more than five years 
ago, the roots of Carzello's first original 
work began to form. "Right around the 
time I got the 8-track, I started to hear little 
poems," he says. "Most of them weren't 
songs, but instead little vignettes or little 
chants or something easy... I've always 
been a side man, so it wasn't initially my 
idea to take it live. I didn't even know if I 
could lead a band." 

Carzello began recording his lo-fi nug¬ 
gets on the 8-track in the hopes of letting 
them serve as models for full songs in the 
future. As he began to get more involved 
with the time-intensive and solitary side of 
writing and arranging his own tunes, how¬ 
ever, he noticed a change—a maturity—in 
their tone. 

"That's when I realized this isn't a micro¬ 
cosm of what it's going to be; this is what 
it's going to be," Carzello says. 

He was armed with more than 50 of

together, but all of them were great—and 
all of them influenced countless individu¬ 
als to start mixing Merle Haggard and 
Hiisker Du. 



Tupelo, Jeff Tweedy started Wilco, and 


Jay Farrar began Son Volt. Although 
Wilco’s debut effort, A.M., is the only 
one that can be considered truly alt- 
country, Son Volt’s entire catalog fits the 
bill quite nicely. 



B whiskeytown 

Led by the petulant Ryan Adams, 
Whiskeytown led a fitful existence from 
1994 until 2001. In that time, the band 
released three albums, all of them mas¬ 
terful expressions of alt-country. Adams’ 
solo career has had its up and downs, but 
his work with Whiskeytown should be 
required listening. 

THEJAYHAWKS 

Although the Jayhawks formed in 
the late ’80s, they really didn’t hit their 
stride until 1992’s Hollywood Town Hall. 
By that time, the dual singer/songwriter 
threat of Mark Olson and Gary Louris 
would last for only one more album. 
Olson and Louris’ fine harmonies were a 
hallmark of this greatly underrated band. 

THEVOLEBEATS 

Speaking of underrated, Detroit’s 
Volebeats are the best band nobody has 
ever heard. As with the Jawhawks, the 
Volebeats formed in the late ’80s, but it 
wasn’t until 1994’s Up North that (some) 
people started paying attention; 1997’s Sky 
and the Ocean is their masterpiece, ranking 
as one of the best alt-country albums ever. 

Honorable mentions: Some may quibble 
with my 1990 starting point, but going back 
all the way to Gram Parsons and the Flying 
Burrito Brothers seemed a bit far-fetched. 
Ironically, the best alt-country album may 
well be Cuba from the Silos. Released in 
1987, Cuba is a lost classic that truly belongs 
next to the Byrds’ Sweetheart of the Rodeo 
as the pinnacle of mixing country and rock. 
Today, it’s all called Americana an 5 way.

Tears for Beers 

Finding the beauty in life at the Blarney Stone 


W e go to dive bars for many rea¬ 
sons: cheap drinks, a relatively 
secluded atmosphere, close 
proximity, the regulars. I went to the Blar¬ 
ney Stone in Fountain Valley expecting one 
or more of these perks, but I didn’t know I 
would be given a life lesson in gratitude. 

Looking around, one would be slow to 
guess this is a place where profound things 
happen. Sassy sayings are affixed to all 
parts of the bar, ranging from a mooning 
Leprechaun cautioning, “Forget the Blar¬ 
ney Stone” to “Sorry I missed church, I 
was busy practicing witchcraft and becom¬ 
ing a lesbian.” The bar itself is a beautiful, 
smooth piece of ragged-looking wood. The 
jukebox spews funk and classic rock, and 
the place sells Turns for $1.50. One pool 
table, full bar, cash only. 

Good-natured bartender John quit 
drinking five months ago and now enjoys 
early-morning fishing from the pier. He 
was thinking of going there with a cus¬ 
tomer after his shift ended at 2 a.m. 

I went to the Blarney Stone not only to 
work, but also to drown my self-loathing 
sorrows with a longtime, close friend who 
was also having a shit day. He was over¬ 
worked and underpaid, and he found out a 
very close friend was diagnosed with can¬ 
cer. The two of us commiserated over our 
bad days and dropped tears in our beers, 
hoping to feel better. 

After about an hour, a man with a black 
sideways cap approached us. He pointed at 
my drinking partner, Wes, and said, “You 
look exactly like my son.” There was no 
resemblance between these two men, but 
he continued fawning over Wes, unable 
to believe how much this boy looked like 
his son. 

He commented that the two of us made 
a beautiful couple. “Well, we tried for three 
years,” I said. 

He looked at us quizzically. “Only one 
thing lasts forever,” he said. “And that is 
love. And I can see you love this girl.” 

We were not expecting to rehash the 


dead and buried parts of our relationship 
that had ended nearly a year ago. We were 
expecting to pity both of our working lives 
in a few draft beers, a shot of whiskey or 
two, and crash out asleep. But Caesar had 
other plans. 

“You know, I met my wife when I was 14 
years old. We are still married to this day,” 
he said. “The doctors told me I won’t make 
it to 35. To make it, you have to say...” He 
then held up his 
middle finger. 
“That is what my 
wife and I say to 
the world, and 
that’s what I say 
to my disease.” 

He went on, 
explaining he 
has a small son 
he will never see 
grow up. Over 
several beers and 
engaged ques¬ 
tions from us, he shared with us stories of 
almost dying of starvation and thirst when 
he was a child crossing the border, his 
mother and father dying of disease before 
he was a toddler, and his grandmother’s 
last breaths spent calling his name. At that 
point, all three of us were in tears, Wes and 
I feeling stupid we were upset over such 
trivial things earlier and touched by this 
sweet man with a positive outlook. 

John mostly let us do our sad, sappy thing 
in the corner. The crowd was dwindling as 
it approached midnight, so I don’t think we 
scared the herd too much. In between tears, 
I couldn’t help but laugh at how unexpected 
this life lesson in gratitude was. I’ve seen 
and done some pretty ugly things in bars, 
but some nights remind you even dank 
neighborhood pubs foster beauty.
